The miners carefully iavestigated all aspects of the actual situation in the 
pit. The coal cutt.r operators offered their opinion. 


They proposed making preparations to change the mining site while at the same 
time continuing to seek out sufficient reserves for a month at the site cur- 


rently being mined. 


Thus the fourth team of the second pit fulfilled the production plan by more 
han i25 percent while at the same time successfully carrying out preparations 
to move to a new mining site on the fifth level. 


By relying on the working masses and consulting with them, bottlenecks were 


removed, 


This situation became an example for the whole mine. Under the leadership of 
the primary party committee, the mine workers went down and worked together 
with the masses at the pit, team, and even platoon level, seeking out re- 
erves and methods to increase production and putting them into actual prac- 


rice. 


in addition, in order to install an 870-meter conveyor belt in the new mining 
area on the fifth level, they devised a braking device which suited the actual 
‘tuation at that level, and in the end, they developed a rational conveyor 


etem for the area. 
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The workers and technicians from the engineering ad power departments 
strengthened their creative cooperation and, beginning with gears, manu- 
factured by themselves more than 10 tons of parts and accessories and fin- 
ished the installation of the conveyer belt. 


Among the examples of relying on the masses, seeking out new reserves for coal 
production and putting them into practice is the following story. 


With deep understanding, workers in subsidiary areas and office employees 
asserted the need to rise to the occasion completely and stated their readi- 
ness to work in areas directly involved in production. 


In this atmosphere, how should the mining site be established? 


This problem was considered in a mass way, and it was decided to dig a “small 
pit" and to remove coal from it. 


Thus, in an already existing pit an additional "small pit” was prepared. 


From the various pits at the mine, beginning with the first battle of the 
new year, the coal came pouring out. 


The loading of the coal plays a crucial role in determining the success of 
efforts to normalize coal production. 


What should be done to increase coal transportation capacity? 


There was no expectation that the conveyor workers could send more electric 
tramcars or coal freightcars from the surface. Instead everyone worked to- 
gether with the tram operators and the loaders to seek out ways to increase 
the transportation capacity. 


Thus, two tramcars and more than 150 coalcars were overhauled and brought back 
into service. 


In this way, transportation capacity in the pit was raised from 5.5-6 cir- 
cuits to 8 circuits. 


Citing the above facts, the mineworkers said: 


The reserves for bringing out more coal are in the minds of the wrkers, and 
it is necessary to correctly inspire then. 


At present, the miners of the Sinchang coal mine, together with the members 
of the Three Revolutions units, are all extracting more coal and are all fer- 
vently working in order to embellish the important new year as one of the 
brightest in the history of the revolutionary struggle of our people.
